AXMINSTER 

Pupils write to 
the Government 

WHEN pupils at Axminster Community Primary 
School heard their school holidays were under threat 
they decided to do something about it. They wrote to 
the Government. 

The youngsters in Year 4 at the Axminster school 
recently sent letters to the Secretary of State for Ed- 
cation, Michael Gove, expressing their concerns 
about Whitehall suggestions to extend the school 
day and shorten their holidays. 

Before breaking up for their summer holidays last 
week, the pupils were delighted to receive a reply to 
their letters from Elizabeth Truss, the Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of State for Education and Childcare. 

The letter from Mrs Truss, approved by Mr Gove, 
said she understood the children were worried that 
if the school day and year got longer they might feel 
tired and not be able to concentrate. 

The letter continued: “Some of you are concerned 
you will not have enough time to play with your 
friends, take part in after school activities or get to 
spend enough time with your families. 

“Others of you have expressed concerns about 
travelling home in the dark during the winter and 
that this might causer more accidents to occur. 

“As you are aware, the Secretary of State has en¬ 
couraged schools to think about making changes to 
the school day. The timing of the school say and year 
has not changed for a very long time and may not 
suit the needs of modern day families where parents 
go to work. We want to make sure that children get 
the best education possible. 

“Some of the best schools in the coiuntry recohnise 
the benefits of a longer school day and of changing 
the school year as well. 

“I want to reassure you, however, that the Govern¬ 
ment does not tell schools how long the school day, 
week and year should be. The exact timing of the 
school day and year is for your headteacher to de¬ 
cide, in agreement with the governing body of your 
school. 

“They need to set enough hours and days so that 
you learn well, as well as having time away from 
school to spend with your family and friends, take 
part in actvities and sport and to relax. We believe 
that good headteachers will know best what suits 
their schools.” 

Mrs Truss concluded her letter by thanking the 
Axminster pupils for writing to Mr Gove on such an 
important matter.

Knowle move makes sense

THERE has been much comment on East Devon 
District Council’s intention to move their head¬ 
quarters from Knowle in Sidmouth to elsewhere in 
the district. 

I was editor of the Sidmouth Herald in 1974 when 
local government was reorganised and the former 
Victorian hotel at Knowle was converted into of¬ 
fices. 

There were many in those days who did not think 
Knowle was a suitable building for East Devon’s 
seat of local government, but the options were few 
and far between. 

Here we are, nearly 40 years on, and it seems the 
arguments put forward to moving to smaller but 
more modern offices are difficult to dismiss. 

It currently costs £458,000 a year to run Knowle 
and the building needs £1.5 million spend on it for 
vital maintenance. 

Council officers say that moving to a more suit¬ 
able building will cost £269,000, a saving of 
£188,000. 

This is not the first time that district council has 
looked at moving its headquarters; back in 1999 
councillors were discussing the need for more 
suitable office accommodation but, we are told, 
there was no great desire to do so at that time. 

But the longer Knowle remains as the headquar¬ 
ters for EDDC the more costly it will be to run and 
it has finally been recognised that the building is 

SIDBURY 

Village fights to 
save its local pub 

CAMPAIGNING villagers from Sidbury have taken 
the next bold step towards saving their local pub. 

Representatives of the Save The Red Lion Cam¬ 
paign in Sidbury have set out on a mission to have 
the pub listed as an ‘asset of community value’ to the 
village. 

The Red Lion in Sidbury was put up for sale three 
months ago, and is the only pub in the village, which 
plays host to more than 800 residents. 

After coming together in mid May to express their 
concerns over the loss of the pub and the impact it 
would cause to the community, the campaign was 
set up with the objective of saving the public house. 

Campaigners last week submitted an application 
to EDDC last week under the 2012 Localism Act, 
nominating that the Red Lion be listed as an ‘asset of 
community value’. 

The application is the first of its kind in East Devon, 
either to seek to have a pub listed by the local au¬ 
thority under the Localism Act, or by a campaign 
group seeking to save a village business. 

This application is amongst one of only around 70 
that have been submitted to save a pub around the 
country. 

Chairman of the Save the Red Lion Campaign, Fred 
Burnett, said: “This is a significant first step being 
taken by a concerned village community to save 
their pub for the community. 

“Once East Devon District Council agree to list the 
Red Lion as an asset of community value then that 
places a stop on owners Punch Taverns selling it for 
the time being.”

not fit for purpose . A number of sites are under 
consideration - two in Honiton and a couple in 
Cranbrook. The latter is on the borders of East 
Devon, closer to Exeter than most of the towns in 
the district. New offices need to be accessible to 
the widest number of council taxpayers so Honi¬ 
ton would be the better choice. 

Last Friday delegates representing town and 
parish councils in the district, chambers of com¬ 
merce and neighbouring authorities, were invited 
to a presentation on why EDDC needs to move out 
of Knowle (see report on page 5). 

The council is committed to keeping these “key 
stakeholders” abreast of the decision making 
process as the plans develop. 

It is to be hoped that equal importance will be 
given to the council taxpayers of East Devon as 
well as they will be the ones who pay for it.

PLANS for 170 homes on the green wedge between 
Colyford and Seaton are back in the public eye after 
developers lodged an appeal against their refusal. 

Seaton Park Development Ltd. have appealed 
against East Devon District Council’s decision to re¬ 
fuse the plans, which also included an industrial es¬ 
tate, two football pitches with pavilion, play area and 
new spine road on land east of Harepath Road, 
Seaton. 

The original outline planning application was met 
with widespread objection from both Seaton and 
Colyford residents, who feared loss of the green 
wedge between the two communities would result 
in the development of one, larger town. 

Despite planning officers recommending approval 
of the plans, East Devon’s Development Control 
Committee voted against the application in June, 
when a coach-load of protesters from the local area 
traveled to the district council offices at the Knowle, 
Sidmouth, to make their voices heard. 

Councillors refused the plans on the grounds that 
the development would “result in the loss of part of 
the high quality countryside, bringing the urban area 
of Seaton close to Colyford to the detriment of the 
setting of Seaton in the local landscape and encour¬ 
aging the closer coalescence of the two settle¬ 
ments”. 

Councillors also commented that the development 
would damage the habitat of local wildlife, including 
several species of bats, and they were “not satisfied” 
that the proposed 20 per cent affordable housing 
would meet the local need. 

The appeal lodged on July 22nd was expected by 
many objectors, who fear the application will now be 
passed by the appeal inspector, as has happened 
with several similar applications around East Devon 
in recent months, as the district currently does not 
have an in-date Local Plan and is required to provide 
a five-year land supply. 

Mayor of Colyford and Colyton parish council- 
lorHoward West, who led the campaign against the 
original application, said he would “continue to lead 
the fight to save the green wedge between Seaton 
and Colyford from development”.

and from 1968 was the centre of 
pigeon racing in the town. 

The most famous racing pigeon 
was ‘Ron’s Dream’ owned by a 
local butcher, who was secretary of 
the club based at The Star Inn. 

With this in mind, JD Wether- 
spoon has embraced the building’s 
history, with photos, local artwork 
and information boards relating to 


the history and characters of the 
area, particularly the inn’s pigeon 
racing tales. 

There are also pictures, which 
have been supplied by Marie Bond 
and Susanne Hoare (nee Butter), 
who used to live at the pub, which 
was run by their parents Edwin and 
Edie from 1955. 

Manager Richard Butterworth, 
who previously worked at the The 
White Ball Inn in Tiverton, said: 


“Myself and my team are looking 
forward to welcoming customers 
into the pub and we are confident 
that it will be a great addition to 
Honiton’s community.” 

New landlord for The Three 
Tuns, Andy Dunn, also com¬ 
mented, saying that there was a 
market for all pubs in the town: 
“The pubs need to work together 
and complement each other.” 
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Knowle: 
to move 

MORE 30 people attended a district-wide 
event held to brief local organisations and 
stakeholders about East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s relocation plans. 

They heard the rationale for the Cabinet and 
Full Council decisions to explore options out¬ 
side Sidmouth because staying at the current 
headquarters building at Knowle is not consid¬ 
ered viable. They were later able to comment 
and ask questions. 

Among those represented at the meeting in¬ 
cluded town and parish councils, chambers of 
commerce, community organisations, neigh¬ 
bouring local authorities and pressure groups. 

Delegates were welcomed to the event by 
Council Leader Paul Diviani, who outlined the 
financial pressures that EDDC faces, the un¬ 
sustainable costs associated with running 
Knowle and the services and customer benefits 
that the Council is seeking to achieve through 
relocation. 

“Councils are facing an unprecedented level 
of cuts in their finances as part of the efforts to 
reduce government borrowing,” said Cllr Di¬ 
viani. “We have to make sure that we focus 
precious resources on delivering services to our 
residents. Our current offices are a drain on our 
finances. A new purpose built office will allow 
us to be more effective and efficient so we can 
deliver top quality services at a price we can 
afford”. 

Deputy Chief Executive Richard Cohen then 
outlined the principles the council was working 
to, namely that any: 

♦ Move to new offices would place no extra 
burden on Counciltax payers 

♦ New buildings will be flexible, fit for pur¬ 
pose and meet the highest possible energy ef¬ 
ficiency standards

♦ New offices will be accessible and the 
Council will develop new ways of working to 
allow customers to access services in the way 
that suits them best 

♦ New office building/accommodation will 
maximise the use of space and technology for 
the benefit of customers and the productive 
working of staff and councillors. 

High costs 

His presentation went on to cover all the dif¬ 
ferent options that the council had considered 
for relocation and why EDDC’s Cabinet had 
decided that staying at Knowle is not a viable 
option. The Cabinet decision was endorsed at 
full council on Jul 24. 

Richard Cohen demonstrated the high run¬ 
ning costs of the current buildings at Knowle. 
He then explained how different options for 
Knowle had been considered and why none of 
them would produce enough money to pay for 
new accommodation. This was because all the 
options would be a mix of council offices, 
council parking and housing which are not 
anywhere near as commercially attractive to 
developers as a residential-only site would be. 

Options for Honiton and Cranbrook were 
then examined, showing the different potential 
sites and looking at some of the advantages and 
disadvantages. Mr Cohen confirmed that any 
new offices would be smaller, flexible and 
more energy efficient as well as offering better 
access for customers and delivering a modern 
working environment for staff and councillors. 

He outlined the next steps, which included 
doing more detailed work on the different 
Honiton and Cranbrook options and opening 
negotiations on the various sites. The 
timescale for a report back to Cabinet was con¬ 
firmed as around the end of the year, with any 


potential move scheduled for July 2016. 

Mr Cohen emphasised that the council was 
committed to keeping key stakeholders abreast 
of the decision making process and progress of 
the project through a district-wide stakeholder 
group which would meet at points during the 
project. 

The council’s commitment to equalities was 
underlined and it was noted that there would 
be an equalities impact assessment and consul¬ 
tation with equalities partners, particularly 
through the design phase of the new building. 

Delegates were then asked to consider what 
they thought were most important issues for the 
council to keep in mind during any move to 
new offices and what opportunities might there 
be to improve services as part of the move. 
There was considerable discussion of this and 
the feedback broadly fell into five areas: 

♦ Creating easy access in person by public 
transport and enough parking for those who 
might need to drive 

♦ Delivering new office accommodation 
should be about new ways of working not just 
money 

♦ Having more mobile staff, service surger¬ 
ies and working more closely with town coun¬ 
cils 

♦ Delivering more online services and mod¬ 
em customer facilities for those who want to 
have a face to face discussion 

♦ Keeping people informed of progress. 

In his closing remarks, Cllr Diviani thanked 
delegates for their contributions, saying he was 
inspired by the enthusiasm shown by people 
and their desire to seek the best solution . 

Questions and answers from the session will 
be made available on the Council’s website in 
due course.

T HE chief news of the week must be the royal 
birth, and websites from France to Australia have 
given the news top billing. 

One offered readers an on-line “royal baby name gen¬ 
erator”, which will probably be settled by the time this 
appears. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, was one of the first to 
speak of his joy on Twitter. “May God bless them all 
with love, health and happiness,” he said. Amen to that. 

Well-wishers wanting to give a gift to celebrate the 
birth are gently steered away from Kensington Palace, 
but asked to support “those more in need” or to donate 
to a children’s charity local to them, or to the Imperial 
College Healthcare Charity of St Mary’s Hospital, 
where the baby was born. 

Guessing games about the names chosen for the new 
Prince have already started, and the bookmakers report 
the greatest non-sporting event in their history. One 
recorded taking £390,000 in choices in three hours. Par¬ 
ents have 42 days to register a name, but earlier news is 
expected (the name was announced as Prince George 
Alexander Louis of Cambridge before going to press). 

The Archbishop is still in the news as he intends to 
make a direct attack on payday lenders and loan sharks 
with a view to driving them out of business. He will try 
to have a church union to fill the gap. 

The London Church, where David Cameron and 
Michael Gove MP worship, is looking for a new priest 
- the advertisement for the post describes the congrega¬ 
tion as “splendid and diverse.” 


The first overseas visit by the new Pope from the new 
World is fittingly to the continent of his birth. Tens of 
thousands turned out to greet him and while this is early 
in the new papacy it looks as though there will be heal¬ 
ing of earlier divisions and crises among the Roman 
Catholics in Latin America. 

More from Rome - the Catholic Church has cleared 
the way for Pope John Paul II to be made a saint, to¬ 
gether with Pope John XXIII. One possible canoniza¬ 
tion date is December 8th, this year, on the Feast of the 
Immaculate Conception, a major date.

Legion ladies reminisce over milk bottles 


MEMBERS of the Royal British Legion 
Axminster Women's Section were en¬ 
grossed at a recent meeting by guest 
speaker Peter Haywood, who recounted the 
story of milk deliveries throughout the 
decades. 

Peter, who worked for Express Dairies, 
evoked members' memories of a third of a 
pint bottle given to schoolchildren twice a 
day and showed a variety of milk bottles as 
large as two pints, long since discontinued 
due to their bulky size and weight. Glass bot¬ 
tles initially weighed 20 ounces compared to 
the current 8 ounce bottles. 

Members remembered the old gold top milk 
from Jersey cows, which blue tits attacked if 


left too long on the doorstep, compared to 
semi-skimmed and skimmed milk now 
favoured by the health conscious. 

Sterilised milk, an acquired taste, surpris¬ 
ingly remains popular in the North of England 
where it is still produced. 

Sadly out of the 150,000 farms in existence 
in the 1950s, only 10,000 milk producing 
farms remain today with milk being sold by 
supermarkets at heavily discounted prices. 

Many of the members present recounted 
collecting milk in jugs before doorstop deliv¬ 
eries and mentioned Gays Creamery, Mr 
Wyatt and other local producers. 

Peter has a collection of 900 milk bottles, 
which he intends to donate to the National 


Trust and would love to add old bottles from 
Axminster and Lyme Regis if anyone has any. 

During the meeting that followed, the chair¬ 
man thanked Lesley Frankau for arranging a 
trip to the Royal Hospital Chelsea (see left). 

Treasurer Stella Brown informed the meet¬ 
ing that their recent coffee morning raised 
£300 forLegion funds. 

Members held a garden party on Friday 
with guest of honour Neil parish MP.

DEVON AIR AMBULANCE TRUST 
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Tuesday July 30th 2013 



Devon Air Ambulance 
ON TOUR 




T HANKS to overwhelming public support, Devon's second 
wholly owned Air Ambulance arrives on 31st July and will 
be making a series of drop-in visits across the county be¬ 
fore it into service on 1st September. 

The tour will serve to help aircrew familiarize themselves with 
the bespoke designed emergency aircraft and to give as many 
people the chance to see the new helicopters at close quarters 
and meet the crew. One of the 14 locations across Devon, it 
will be flying into Axe Valley Community College, Axminster, 
where the PTFA are organising a fun day in the school grounds, 
on Tuesday 13th August between 14.00 and 16.00. Everyone 
is welcome. 

The EC135 helicopter, registration G-DAAN, will be based at 
Eaglescott Airfield, Umberleigh, but, like sister aircraft G-DVAA 
based in Exeter, it will serve the whole county and be able to 
reach almost all the county within 15 minutes. 

Local businesswoman Julie Hawker, who runs social enterprise 
company Cosmic, knows only too well how crucial this vital 
service is. When she fell from her horse in open countryside 
near Musbury she knew she had badly broken her leg. She ac¬ 
tually suffered a multiple compound fracture. She said: 

"I'm so grateful to the Devon Air Ambulance team. With¬ 
out their service the risk of further damage to my leg was 
very real. I've been advised that, had I not reached hospital 
within the 'Golden Hour', I may very well have lost my leg 
altogether." 

Devon Air Ambulance attended 12 missions in the East Devon 
area in May alone. 

Helena Holt, Chief Executive of Devon Air Ambulance Trust 
(DAAT), said: "The month between taking ownership and going 
into service is needed to ensure that we have plenty of time for 
all the aircrew to become familiar with the new aircraft and we 
quickly realised this gave us a great opportunity to show it off 
to the real people who have made it possible: the people of 
Devon!" 

Nigel Hare, Operations Director for the Trust, explained how 
buying instead of leasing the aircraft saves the Trust in the re¬ 
gion of £12,000 per month per helicopter, which they are plan¬ 
ning to invest in extending operating hours and further clinical 
skills training for the crew. He said: "It has also given us a 
unique opportunity to develop a fully customised solution de¬ 
signed to meet the specific needs of Devon and facilitate the 
best patient care possible, as well as providing a safe and reli¬ 
able working environment for our crews." 

Helena Holt added: "We are immensely grateful for the un¬ 
stinting support of the people of Devon and all the communities

that have raised money to help us acquire this aircraft and 
to BBC Radio Devon for the special Air Ambulance appeal 
that contributed so much towards this project. 

"The new helicopter symbolizes our commitment to con¬ 
tinuous improvement to our service for which we need to 


raise over £4.5 million every year. Our next task will be to 
further extend flying hours and I hope the arrival of G- 
DAAN will inspire everyone to make a donation to DAAT 
no matter how small so that we can continue helping 
those most in need."
